“The commission members feel 
very “grateful” over the fine co: 
operation given by owners of 
property through which the free- 
way is being constructed,’ Mr. 

“Some areas through 
which freeway right-of-ways were 
purchased cost the state many 
thousands. of ‘additiona] dollars. 
That was not the case here and 
the commission recognizes that.’’ 

Mr. Price was also advised that 
state money is impounded. until 
decision is reached relative to the 
ownership of the. tidelands. If 
this decision is favorable to the
